1 exploded a bomb In the green depths 
f a monster billow. For an Instant the 
rcat green wall continued Its inad pace, 
ben faltered and suddenly collapsed. A 
beer went up from those on shore. 
"While tbe gale continued In all Its fury 


gradually a sort of silken film gathered on 
be waters about tbe vessel, beyond which 
l\e foam-crested breakers broke and fell 
o pieces. Soon tbe oil spread for yards 
ver the sea, which now lost Its savage 
aspect and heaved In great swells under 
be subtle lluld that coated the surface. 
"Then the lifeboat cm shore was manned. 


Aom the squirt gun in the bow a steady 
stream of oil was shot Into the foaming 
surf, while the bow gun exploded oil pro- 
ectlles In the tosslr.g waves some distance 
beyond. Into Ibis oil-coated path the life- 
Mat was launched, and with walls of water 
on either hand the hardy life savers be- 


their perilous Journey toward the 


stranded vessel, with tbe squirt giro and 
bow gun In full play. 


"A hollow, hoarse 
whistle was then 


heard oceanward, and through the haze was 
seen the new rescue tug attached to the 
life saving service. She was bearing down 
on tho wreck.

It w«s the recent wreck of the Na- 
hum Chapin off Quogue, Iti which nine sea- 
men lost their lives, that set this veteran 
lo thinking, and as a result be has evolved 
tho oil theory, which, If put in force, he 
predicts will revolutionize tho life-saving 
methods and prevent loss of life lo a great 
extent.

the masts went by the board, leaving th; 
"whip and tackle" over the ship where It 
could be worked. The ship began break- 
Ing up before tbe first man was brought 
ashore, but they were all rescued save one, 
who was drowned by jumping from-Ihe 
breeches buoy too soon.

should be Included for reasons mentioned. 
Our net 'exports of this metal, however, 
run along quite eyenly from year to year, 
and make no substantial difference In the 
comparative showing. 
Altogether we may 


be satisfied with the persistence of our 
wonderful foreign 
trade with, what it 


mean's of revived prosperity, as well as 
guarantees against further Government 
complications In connection with tbe treas- 
ury and with confidence in the currency.—
